Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 



Claims 1,2,6,12,13,15,16,18-26, and 28-31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over "RaQ a fine low cost Web server alternative" by Kevin Railsback, 
referred hereinafter "Railsback" in view of US Patent No. 4,602,164 of Gore, III et al. referred 
hereinafter "Gore". 

Claims 3, 4, and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Railsback in view of Gore and in further view of US Patent No. 5,812,754 of Lui et al. referred 
hereinafter "Lui". 

Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Railsback in 
view of Gore and in further view of Lui and Microsoft Computer Dictionary 3 rd edition referred 
hereinafter as "Microsoft". 

Claims 8-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Railsback 
in view of Gore and in further view of US Patent No. 6,230,190 of Edmonds et al. referred 
hereinafter "Edmonds". 

Claim 14 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Railsback in 
view of Gore and in further view of US Patent No. 5,663,868 of Stalley et al. referred hereinafter 
"Stalley". 

Claims 17 and 27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Railsback in view of Gore and in further view of Microsoft Computer Dictionary 3 rd edition
